}. lye ri'itnmer's rapid progress in- 


to the affections of tbo Republican 
machine managers was in reward of 
his senility. His first service in the 
legislature \vps in the session of 1D03, 
in xvhk-h r-c was chairman of the house 
committee on elections. The sinister 
service required of him in that capa- 
city was the unseating of two Demo- 
cratic representatives who were hon- 
eslly elected and ghing their places 
to Republicans present the passage 
of ballot refoim and personal registra- 
tion legislation nnrl promote the Ini- 
quitous measures of the machine. The 
members were unseated the clay be- 
fore the close of the session, in order 
that the claimants might get the sal- 
ary of S1DOO each and the perquisites 
of the office. 


Base Use of Political Power. 


Political iniquity was never in- 


voked for a baser purpose. The testi- 
mony -nas overwhelmingly in favor of 
the sitting members, and during the 
Inquiry offers were made to abandon 
the contest in consideration of sup- 
port of certain legislation by the gen- 
tlemen concerned. Even the most dar- 
ing of the machine leaders hesitated 
about perpetrating so palpable an out- 
rage. But when the offers of compro- 
mise were indignantly refused. Chair- 
man Plummer commanded the admira- 
tion of the banditti by boldly declaring 
in favor of the contestants and award- 
ing the seat of Francis X. Blumle, of 
Cameron county, to H. H. Mullin, and 
that to which Bernard J. Ferry, of the 
Fourth district of Luzerne county, was 
fairly elected, to James G. Harvey. 


Plummer, who prepared the reports 


by perversion of the evidence, was 
the only man who defended the ini- 
quity, though it was assailed with 
great emphasis and considerable ve- 
hemence by both Democrats and Re- 
p-iblicans on the floor. Frank B. JIc- 
Clain, of Lancaster, floor leader of the 
Republicans, was justly indignant at 
such a betrayal cf honor ami honesty. 
"If I felt that the sitting member from 
Cameron (Mr. Elumle) ^\as not hon- 
estly entitled to his seat," said Mr. 
McClam, "I would vote to unseat him. 
But after diligent and unprejudiced 
inquiry and examination of the evi- 
dence submitted, I can find no reason 
for thus dealing w'th him." Thomas 
V. Cooper, the veteran and eloquent 
representative of Delaware county in 
house of representatives, also spoke 
earnestly against the adoption of the 
report, saying that ho would cheer- 
fully vote lor it if any member of the 
elections committee who had signed 
it would give even a shadowy reason 
for it or produce a scintilla of evi- 
dence that Mr. Blumle was not entitled 
to his seat. Neither the report nor the 
speech of the chairman of the com- 
mittee does this, he continued. Plum- 
H.T'S record on this crowning outrage 
may be found on pages 3729 to 3740 of 
the Legislative Record. 


Further Proof of Turpitude. 


Though;Mr. Pl-immer's efforts in those 


cases would have entitled him to the 
everlasting gratitude of. the machine 
pirates they are sot the sum and sub- 
stance of his infamous achievements. 


He was in full accord v, ith all the 


machine l^si^ation and voted for the 
Suscrtiehanna mer grab, which involv- 
ed the repeal of the canal company's 
charter. 


He supported fie notorious Kingston 


Dam bill which was inteiu'.ecl to bestow 
on machine favorites authority to seize 
the canal as well as all rivers and 
streams of th--- commonwealth. 


The iniqnit ras filtration bill, which 


was designed to enrich certain favor- 
ites of the state machine and would 
have put the people of all parts of the 
state under the mercy of the "gang," 
received his active and earnest sup- 
port. 


Those bills were subsequently strick- 


en from the calendar of the senate for 
the reason that Governor Pennypac-ker 
served notice on those concerned that 
he would positively veto every one of 
them. Even to oblige Quay and serve 
the conspirators who had gone to dan- 
gerous lengths to help him to the gub- 
ernatorial nomination the servile Pen 
rypacker would not approve such mon 
strous measures. But Plummer lad no 
qualms of conscience. He was cordial!} 
for them and his record to that effer 
will be found on pages 1520 and 1521 
16SD, 2431 to 2435 of the Legislative 
Record. 


Plummer's record on other machine 


legislation during the session of 1003 
was equally maladorous, moreover. He 
voted for and made a speech in SUD- 
port of the Moore's judges' salary bill, 
which increased the salaries of all the 
judges in the state in violation of the 
constitution—Legislative Record, page

The purpose of that 
bill -was to give the Penrose-Durham-

manipulating election returns.

ord, pages 1691-1700. This bill -was op- 
posed by the United Mine Workers for 
the reason that leaders in that organi- 
zation belit\ed that it would create a 
lot of useless offices. As a matter of 
fact that was the exact purpose of the 
measure. A place was needed for Cap- 
tain James M. Clark, Republican ma- 
chine boss in Lawrence county, who 
was to have been the head of the de- 
partment, while the various other sine- 
cures and soft snaps would have made 
excellent stock in trade for commerce 
in politics.

Oathel7;h of June, 1903, the Na- 


tional P i it and Varnish company of 
Cleve'aid, 0 , billed to the commission- 
ers of Bedford county five barrels G. E. 
bridge paint, 200 gallons, at SI 25 per 
gallon, amounting to8325 
This paint 


was bought from the agent of the com- 
pany aEter Mr, Appleman had gone 
home by Commissioners Baker and 
Smith. When Mr. Appleman returned 
to-the cfflee the following Monday he 
wag informed of the transaction and 
protested, stating that the price was 
too high. He could do nothing, how- 
evar, sirca the majority of the board 
was against him, to countermand the 
order, though he entered a vigorous 
protest. 
Mr. Appleman subnequently 


wrote the company from his home at 
Baker's Summit asking for color cards 
and prices on their paints. This was 
immediately replied to by the compa- 
ny. The foil owing prices were quoted: 
05C per gallon for Graphite Elastic No. 
1, 75c for No. 3, 81.25 for No. 4 and 75c 
for Nr. 113 They forwarded at the came 
time their card cf colors and a descrip- 
tive circular, which circular describes 
paints 1, 2, 3, 4 anS 113 together with 
special colors and bronze. The No. 2 
is specially adapted to hot surfaces, 
such as smoke stacks, hence no price 
is quoted on it. 


After this firm had quoted Mr. Ap- 


pleman the above prices the agent 
wrote tho county commissioners on 
December 29 informing them of Mr. 
Appleman's letter and expressing the 
hope that he might be permitted to do 
business with them directly as he had 
done the year before. 


The firm wrote Mr. Applemsn on 


December 8, quoting prices again, and 
stating that they feared their formar 
letter had not reached him. 


Oa the fifth of January, 1904, Com- 


missioner Appleman telegraphed the 
firm asking, "Please wire us how much 
money we paid you for paint in 1903?" 
The firm promptly replied, "One dol- 
lar and a quarter per gullon." How 
satisfactory? They seem to hava been 
"onto their job." This telegram was 
followei by a letter to the commis- 
sioners, which, over the signature of 
the secretary and treasurer, stated, 
"your telegram of the 5th at hand 
reading, "Pleasa wire us how much 
muney we paid you for paint m 1903," 
We have wired 81.25 a gallon. * 
* 


We wrote you a few days ago about 
Mr, Gao Applemai wanting prices on 
bridg-e paint and Mr. Starn at the time 
took up the matter with you. . We have 
heard nothing further from you; we 
trust that we may. We would like to 
answer Mr. Appleman's letter." All 
th s desp'.te the fact that they had 
twice wnt'en 
Mr, 
Appleman and 


quoted him prices! There are firms 
and firms just as there are commission. 
crs and commissioners, This is, it is 
true, o small amount—only 50 cants a 
gallon on 200 gallons of paint, which 
amounts to $130—when compared with 
$500 fees to one salaried to do the work 
but it shows '-how business keeps up" 
as the court tojse. 


When Commissioner Appleman was 


informed of the 1 ransaction and obj--e'.- 
ed to the price, Commissioner Baker 
justified the deal on the ground that 
they were "getting a little time on 
half of it." 
Mr. Appleman, after his 


correspondence with the cimpany, took 
the mat'er up again with the commis- 
sioners but could secure no action, 
When the auditors met he laid the 
mattar before them as a last hope 
They promised to look the matter up. 
Then had he done all he could to save 
the county. 


Who "did" the county? Did the 


agent overcharge the commissioners? 
Did the firm know anything of the 
deal? Wonder if there was a rebate? 
A careful study of the correspondence 
furnishes the answer.

Mr. Berry was born in Eciwardsville, 


llinoi?. September 9. 1852, and was 
educated ill the public schools of that 
village. He served an 
apprentice- 


ship as a machinist in Buffalo, New 
York, where he acquired a technical 
education in the night schools, giving 
lis evenings to study after his davs 
of labor. Upon the completion of his 
apprenticeship he served seven years 
as a journeyman machinist at the 
Dench. 


In 1S71 Mr. Berry located in Ches- 


ter, where he had obtained employ- 
ment as a machinist Subsequently he 
worked there Els journeyman, assist- 
ant foreman and foreman for 17 years, 
during which time he invented several 
labor-saving devices, some of which 
have proved profitable as well as 
useful. 


In 1M2 Mr. Berry established a 


plant of his own in Chester for the 
manufacture of steam specialties, un- 
der the title of the Berry Engineering 
company. He became president and 
general manager of that company, and 
incidentally, as its title invited, he- 
came consulting engineer ot several 
large manufacturing plants ip Chester 
and adjacent cities and towns. 


Mr. Berry is essentially a self-made 


man. Prom the proceeds of his labor 
and the fruits of his inventive achieve- 
ments ho has enjoyed during recent 
years sufficient income to properly ed- 
ucate his children and -create ior his 
family a comfortable home. One of his 
sons has been schooled in the sciences 
sufficiently to take his place in the far 
tory and another is serving hoairablj 
as a lieutenant in the Marine Corps of 
the United States naiy. 


Mr. Berry Joined 
the 
Methodist 


church in 1S70 and was made a local 
preacher in 1S79. He has preached ac 
ceptahly and with advantage to the 
church in all the churches in HIP vicin 
ity of his home. He lecturos Ircquentlj 
on sdentiiic and economic tubje 
and is actively identified with all thr 
charitable and 
philanthropic move- 


ments in the city in which he lives. 


In politics Mr. Berry is a disciple 


of Thomas Jefferson, and though ad 
verse to holding ofhce has always been 
faithful to civic obligations and a< tiv 
in public affairs. 
He has served 11 


the Councils and School Board of hi 
adopted home with great satisfactioi 
to the people.

Mr. Berry was that in which he is no\\ 
In commission. The city of Chester ha* 
been ring ridden far beyond the limi 
of peaceful endmance for many yeais 
and 
public protests were literal)} 


ia'ighed down. La«t ppring, howevei 
the people determined

great effort at rescue, and the Demo 
crats nominated Mr. Berry for Mayoi 
The prospect of sucess was not promis 
Ing when he was notified that th 
honor had been bestowed upon him 


At the November election prevoinsly 


Roosevelt had nearly GOOD majority ou 
of a total vote of a little more thai 
10,000, and in order to win, therefore 
it was necessary that he should gc 
all the Democrats, every Prohibition 
ist in the city and nearly half the Re 
publicans.

unanimously 
nominated.

clared in his bp»pch of acceptance, h 
had nothing to do with the matter uj 
to that time, but he has taken a ham 
since, and is now leading a trlumphan 
army to certain victory. 


Mr. Berry has always been pecu- 


liarly fortunate in. his relations with 
workingnipn and organized labor. In- 
deed, ho freely ascribes his success in 
the mayoralty campaign to the cordial 
nnd earnest support of the artisans in 
the community. He has been an em- 
ployer of labor for many years, and 
during recent years extensively so. 
But he has never had a labor strike 
or serious difficulty with his employes 
an account of wages or differences of 
4ny kind.

mittee, voted against It 


As a "dodger" Mr. Plummer proved 


himself quite artful, moreover, during 
the session ol 1903. That is he "dodg- 
ed" several very important measures 
upon which public interest had center- 
ed. For example he is recorded as "ab- 
sent and not voting" on the bill pro- 
viding that election officers must be 
residents of the districts or divisions 
within which they act. — Legislative 
Record, pases 1029-30. The bill was 
notoriously designed to protect election 
frauds. Its effect would have been to 
legalize the phantom election officers 
of which so much is now heard in con- 
nection with the padded registry lists. 


He also "dodged" the vote on the bill 


providing that where a certificate of 
nomination is not sustained 
by the 


courts the petitioner shall be compelled 
to pay the costs.—Legislative Record, 
page 2, 2029. 
The obvious intent of 


that bill was to prevent attacks on ma- 
chine made tickets. With such a law 
In force 
nominations 
by certificate 


Tvould be hazardous and might be very 
expensive. 


Plummer As An Artful Dodger. 


Mr. Plummer likewise "dodged" the 


vote on the resolution of Frank W. 
Mohr, 
anti-machine 
Republican 
of 


Berks county, to refer to the committee 
for a public hearing the atrocious Sny- 
der water works bill, which the "gang" 
was forced by public sentiment to aban- 
don after orders for its passage had 
been issued. This bill was clandestine- 
ly introduced into the house and was 
intended to give the Penrose-Durham- 
McXichol machine power to dispose of 
the Philadelphia water works in the 
same manner that they tried to steal 
the gas works since. Hummer's rec- 
ord on the resolution will be found In 
the Legislative Record, page 2359. 


The "culminating atrocity" of Mr. 


Plummer's record during the session 
of 1903 was his vote for the infamous 
but useless "Press Muzzier," the Salus- 
Gracly libel law. He had been admon- 
ished against the outrage of the con- 
stitution and attempt to stifle civil and 
religious liberty. But Quay was smart- 
Ing under the shame of his then recent 
trial for misusing the funds of the 
state and his associate gangsters prob- 
ably telt that the stoim which has 
since broken over them was then im- 
pending and hoped to avert it by muz- 
zling the press. The expectation was 
disappointment, however, and the per- 
Ddious legislator rather than his in- 
tended victims is suffering the conse- 
quence of his folly. 


Plummer's Crowning Outrage. 


It was during the session of 1D03, 


moreover, that Plummer made clear 
his servility to the machine and treach- 
eiy to the people by openly opposing 
personal registration. 
Mr. Ikeler, of 


Columbia county, had introduced 
a 


resolution to discharge from the com- 
mittee on elections, of which Plummer 
was chairman, the ballot bill prepared 
by the Democratic state committee and 
which Quay had promised to support 
It provided for personal registration in 
the cities and in opposing the resolu- 
tion to discharge the committee and 
place it on the calendar Mr. Plummer 
said: 


"I does not seem to me to be right 


or just because there is a cry of fraud 
In Philadelphia that every city iu the 
state should be put to the inconveni- 
ence and expense of a personal regis- 
tration law to enable a few reformers 
to experiment with the cure of fraud in 
that city." Legislative Record, pages 
192-22. 


As the claim of patriotism is "the

brated 
headland.

reader Is faintly conscious of uncer- 
tainty and answers with a briskness 
not bora of conviction: "The Cape of 
Good Hope? Why, of course I know 
where It is. Down at the end of South 
Africa." 
Gentle reader, you are not 


rery far out, fifty or a hundred miles 
perhaps. And, as you say, it Is not of 
the slightest consequence from a prac- 
tical point of view. 


The Cape of Good Hope lies at a con- 


siderable distance from the end and is, 
Iu fact, the middle of the three promon- 
tories, severally inconspicuous, which 
jointly terminate a slender peninsula, 
some twenty miles in length, forming 
the barrier between False bay and the 
Atlantic ocean on the west. These three 
headlands, lying near together and 
commonly uudn ided on a map of mod- 
erate scale, are locally designated 
Cape Point. It wa* here that Bartholo- 
mew Diaz first encountered In full 
force the prevalent southeasterly gales 
and denounced the rugged, threaten- 
ing, .tnreefoM promontory under the
